Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs,  Needham  8.nd  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Report  for  1959 • 

-ilthough  the  vital  statistics  are  generally 
satisfactory  the  niamber  of  births  is,  as  last  year,  less  than 
that  of  deaths.  The  increase  in  population  (llO)  is  therefore 
preseu-ned  to  be  due  to  iiomigration. 

The  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  are  all  low 
and  in  particular  it  is  gratifying  to  report  that  no  cases  of 
puLmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified. 

For  the  rest,  the  statistics  all  compare  more  or  less 
favourably  with  the  figures  for  England  and  Jales.  Making  due 
allov/ance  for  the  fluctuations  to  be  expected  in  the  statistics 
relating  to  small  populations,  I  feel  v/e  can  be  satisfied  y/ith 
the  health  of  the  people  of  Scalby. 

I  must  again.  aclmoT/ledge  gratefully  the  help  of  Mr. 
Horn  and  the  other  officials  of  the  Council  and  the  continued 
interest  and  support  of  the  Committee.

During  the  fisco.l  year  the  Scalby  Urban  District  Council 
commenced  building  22  one  bedroom  bungalows  for  the  aged  and  1  warden’s 
house,  A  warning  bell  system  has  been  incorporated  end  a  warden 
appointed.

Agreement  in  principle  has  been  obtained  under  the  Town 
Planning  ixcts  for  over  80  acres  of  land  in  the  Urban  x^rea  to  be  developed. 

WATER  SUPPLY 


Exemination  and  analysis  of  the  water  obtained  from  Scalby  Nabs 
Borehole  continue  to  prove  it  to  be  of  exceptional  purity  from  a 
bacteriological  point  of  view. 

The  Parishes  of  Ravenscar,  Staintondale  and  Haybum  ’Tyke, 
v/ithin  the  Rural  District  of  Scarborough,  continue  to  be  served  v^rith  bulk 
v/ater  supply  from  the  Scalby  Water  Supply.

There  v/as  no  ^appreciable  extension  of  Cainping  snd  Ca.ravan 
Sites  in  the  Urban  ...rea  duriig  the  year  under  reviev/. 

There  is  one  licensed  camping  site  for  ten  caravans  at  High 
Mill  Farm.  There  ejce  two  sites  (temporary  permission)  for  camping 
under  the  auspices  of  the  North  Riding  Education  Committee  and  three 
single  caravan  sites  were  a.gain  authorised. 

Thirty  visits  were  carried  out  and  no  serious  complaints 
could  be  found.
